Mr. Matthews had heen summering at 
Allenhurst. Today he called at the Hath- 
away inn and took the two lacies and 
Fatner Grant for a trip along the coast. 
They had gone but a short distance when 
the accident took place. 

William H. Havens, a gardener, was 
crossing the bridge which spans the rall- 
road track and. was close to the end 
from which the automobile was ap- 
proaching. There is an up grade and the 
power of tne machine was turned on 
fulk to reach the bridge. Havens was di- 
recéitly in front of ft. Mr. Matthews was 
at the lever and swerved to’avoid him, 
and in an instant the heavy machine 
crashed against the railling and plunged 
over the bridge with four of its occu- 
pants. The chauffeur jumped and es- 
caped. Mrs. Cobb, Mrs. Pizzini and Fath- 
er Grant fell clear of the macnine. Mr. 
Matthews fel! under it, his death being 
instantaneous.

OUT BY FIRE 


Haitien Village Recaptured 
by the Government Forces 
After Fierce Battle. 


FIRMINISTS, RETREATING, 
BURNED THE BUILDINGS 


Many Men on Both $ides Killed Dur- 
ing the Engagement — Every- 
thing Quiet at Cape Haitien. 
United States Cruiser 
Arrives. 


Cape Haitien, August 26.—The village of 
Limbe, 82 miles north of Port au Prince, 
has been attacked and recaptured “by 
troops of the provisional government. 
Limbe was in the possession ot KF irminist 
soldiers trom the Artibonite district. The 
fighting was severe and lasted from mid- 
Many 
men on both sides were Killed. ‘(he town 
was completely destroyed by tire. 

The defenders of Limbe were reinforced 
by marines landed from the gunboat, 
Crete-A-Pierrot, which is in the Firminite 
service. General Alexis Nord has gone 
forward to take command of the troops 
ot the provisional government. 

A battle also took place today at Marme- 
lade, but details of this engagement are 
lacking. Cape Haitien 1s calm. 

The United States cruiser Cincinnati 
arrived here this morning trom Laguaira. 


Troops of the provisional government 
under General Nord were defeated Au- 
gust 9, at Limbe, by forees under Genera] 
Salnave, commander of the the Artinob- 
ite Firminite soldiers. xeneral Nord’s 
cannon and munitions of war were cap- 
tured in this engagement, many of his 
soldiers were killed and a great number 
were taken prisoners. 

Marmelade was captured August 7 by 
troops under General Nord. St. Micheal 
was captured the same day.

Old Orchard, Me., August 26.—At Old 
Orchard, where the presidential special 
made its first stop after crossing the 
State line, thousands of persons from all 
parts of York and lower Cumberland 
counties had gathered,> The halt was a 
brief one, but the president, after recelv- 
ing a tumultuous, gre¢ting, spoke briefly 
before the journey was continued.

The fact is that 
here you have remained, on the whole, 
true to the old American theory of treat- 
ing each man on his worth as a man, 
without regerd to the incidentals of his 
position. Now, you over there (pointing)! 
He was in the great war. Yes! When 
you went to war and moved into battle, 
vou took an immense interest in what 
the man.on your right and your left did. 
But you did not care in the least whether 
they were bankers, or lumbermen, or 
farmers, or what, if they. stayed out. 
(Cries of ‘“‘that is right.’’) That is what 
you wanted. (Cheers and cries of ‘‘God 
bless you.’’) What you wanted to know 
was that the man had the right stuff in 
him (A voice, “‘That is it!""), and if he 
had, you were for him. (A voice, ‘Yes, 
sir!) And if the did not, you were not 
for him. You have got to have the same 
principle in gitizenship. You have got to 
apply the same principle in civil life that 
you made succeed in the days when you 
fought because the nation called to you 
in her direst need. The state can do 
much, but it can't begin to do every- 
thing. The state can do something for 
all of us, but not as much as we can 
do for the state. \A voice, ‘“‘Amen.”’) 
And not as much as each man can do 
and must do for himself. That is what 
is good to count in the long run. (A voice, 
“That's business.”") The government. 
national and stats, can mighty easily 
spoil chances for all of us. Bad law will 
work badly enough, but it is hard by 
the beet of laws to’do more than shape 
conditions so as tO give each man a 
square and fair chance, and then he has 
got to work out his future for himself. 
It is a much easier thing to tell them per- 
fectly plain, homely truths. It is an 
eaSier thirg to make the promise, but it 
is a much uglier thing afterwards to 
carry out the promise, and, on the whole, 
it is not worth while making a promise 
if you have got to feel ashamed of your- 
self for breaking it afterwards.

WITH FALSE IMPRISONMENT. 


Charges Brought Against President 
of the Union Pacific Railroad. 

Omaha, Nebr., August 2%.—Ten war- 
rants were served on President Bert, of 
the Union Pacific railroad, this afternoon, 
charging him, jointly witp W. Arnett, 
en Indianapolis labor agent, with false 
imprisonment. The warrants were sworn 
out by ten men, who allege they were 
hired by Arnett to work in the shops of 
the Union Pacific road at Denver. The 
warrants charge that each of the men 
was imprisoned in cars and that they 
were not given their liberty until they 
reached the shop yards of the company 
in this city. President Burt acknowledged 
the serice and filed a bond for his ap- 
pearance in court tomorrow. 

The warrants were sworn out by ten 
men who were members of a party 
brought here by the road Sunday morn- 
fing. They came from Indianapolis and 
were in charge of Arnett. Lewis Lord, 
a member of the party, and who swore 
to the charges in one of the warrants, 
said the members of the party had been 
employed by Arnett to go to work in the 
Union Pacific shops at Denver. He says 
that when they reached Council Bluffs 
they were locked in the car and armed 
guards placed at the doors to prevent 
their escape. He says they were kept in 
the car until they reached the shop yards 
in this city, when they were given their 
liberty. Lord q@aims that many of the 
members of the party were married and 
left positions to take others at better 
Wages than they were then receiving and 
were told that no strike existed on the 
road. 


CONDITION OF ALL THE CROPS. 


Corn Is Doing Well, but Cotton Is 
Deteriorating. 
Washington, August %.—The agricul- 
tural department's weekly summary of 
crop conditions says: That as a whole, 
the weather conditions east of the Rocky 
mountains have not been favorable, being 
too coo] in the northern districts east- 
ward of the Missouri valley, with too 
much moisture in portions of the cen- 
tral valleys, while excessively hot in the 
southern states, with doubt of greater or 
less severity generally throughout the 
potton belt. 
‘Corn is greatly in need of warm, dry 
weather throughout the nothern portion 
of the corn belt, where the+ abnormal

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warm weather of the past two weeks has 
greatly retarded the maturity, 

Over the southern portion of the corn 
belt an excellent crop of early corn is 
now practically assured. 

A decided deterioration in the condition 
of eotton is reported generally through- 
out the central and western portions of 
the cotton belt as well as over a large 
part of the eastern districts. The most 
favorable reports are from the Carolinas. 
In North Carolina the condition of the 
crop continues very promising, although 
the prevalence of rust is widespread. On 
stiff soils in South Carolina new growth 
is blooming fruit, but on sandy soil rust 
shedding and premature opening being 
general... In ‘Texas the deterioration has 
been pronounced and under most favora- 
ble weather conditions a yield in excess 
of the average is improbable. 

The week has been very favorable for 
cutting tobacco and the crop has general- 
ly improved, although it will be short in 
Kentucky and portions of ‘Tennessee, 
Virginia and Maryland. 


BELIEVE “PHILETUS” A MYTH. 


Chicago Police on a Reported Real 
Estate Deal. 

Chicago, August 26.—Peculiar circum- 
stances surrounding .the reported deal of 
Philetus.Jcnes, reported as a Bostcn mil- 
lionaire, and engaged in a large real 
estate deal in Chicago, came to the notic: 
of the police today. Notices in last Sun- 
day’s papers told of the sudden death of 
Mr. Jones from heart disease at the resi- 
dence of a rephew on Astor street, but 
neither the name of the nephew nor the 
street number was given. The _ police 
have found no one here who knew Mr. 
Jones excepting John A. I. Lee, through 
whom, as agent, Mr. Jones was reported 
to be negotiating the purchase of cer- 
tain property by Mr. Lee. It was thought 
the body was shipped to Boston, but no 
record of the death can be found in the 
nealth depar@ment offices here nor 
have the  officicJs issued a per 
mit for the remoyal of the body 
from the state. Lee says that Mr. Jones. 
was accompanied by a nephew, Mr. Alton 
by name. Lee says that an agreement to 
purchase the property within a specified 
time was signed by Jones, and that on 
August 23 he received a note from Alton 
announcing the death of Jones. 

J. Thomas, an attorney, claims Lee 
was indebted to him for money loaned, 
legal fees and office rent, and to satisfy 
this debt Lee had assigned to Thomas 
$1,100 of a ccmmission to be received in 
the Jores real estate deal. The polic3 
have a theory that ‘“Philetus Jones’’ is 
a myth, Lee is nearly seventy years old, 
and is said to be a member of the Lee 
family of Virginia. For eight years in 
that state he served as a judge of th® 
circuit court. 


EXPLOSIVES DID NOT WORK. 


Failure of Robbers To Wreck North- 
ern Pacific Train. 

Spokané, Wash., August 2%.—A west- 
bound ,Northern Pacsnec passenger train 
was held up at Sand Point, Idaho, 65 
miles east of here, last night. The rob- 
bers, of whom there were seven, forced 
the engineer to stop the train, after which 
they uncoupled the baggage car. Then 
they compelled the engineer, at the point 
of a revolver, to pull up the track about 32 
miles farther, where they tried to wreck 
the baggage car with dynamite. The 
explosives failed to work and after spend- 
ing fifteen minutes with the car, the rob- 


hers decamped, allowing the engineer to 


go back to the train with his engine. 
The other bandits had guarded the train, 
keeping the passengers inside by firing 
revolvers along the sides. No attempt 
was made to molest the passengers, and 
after the engine came back the other 
robbers left and the train cameé on to 
Spokane. The train was in charge of 
Conductor William Gilbert, of Helena, and 
was heavily loaded.

General Granted Everything 
He Has Asked ~ 
for, 


TO INSPECT THE ARMY 
IN THE PHILIPPINES 


He Will Sail from San Francisco 
About Middle of Next Month 
and Return in January 
Via the Suez 
Canal. 


Washington, August 26—The war de- 
partment today gave out the order issuéd 
to Lieutenant General Miles to go to the 
Philippines. It is signed by William Cary 
Sanger, acting secretary of war, and is as 
follows: 


“War Department, August 26, 19)2.—Sir- 
I have the honor to state that your appli- 
cation for authority to inspect that por- 
tion of the army serving in the Philippines 
is approved by the president. You will 
8ail about the 15th of September and in 
inspecting the condition of the army will 
give particular attention to its instruc- 
tion, discipline and to supplies of all 
kinds.’’* 

It is the understanding that in that 
capacity, though of superior rank, Gen- 
eral Miles will not interfere in any way 
with elther General Chaffee or his suc- 
céssor, General Davis, in the direction of 
the army in the Philippines. He will criti- 
cally exangine the conditions as he finds 
them, devéting his attention entirely to 
matters of army administration and not 
to political affairs and the results of his 4 
work will be embodied in a set of reports. 
Some such work as this was undertaken a 
few months ago by Inspector Breckin- 
ridge, who has prepared a voluminous set 
of reports, which have not yet been pub- 
lished, making suggestions for the better-’ 
ment of the military service at every point 
from transportation down to discipline. 
accoutrements and supplies. 

In the absence from Washington of Gen- 
eral Miles, no one at army headquarters 
is fully authorized to discuss the details 
of his projected trip. But it is believed 
here that he will be accompanied by at 
least two members of his staff, namely, 
Lieutenant Colonel Whitney and Cornet 
Reber, the latter his son in law. Colonel 
Maus, who is the inspecting officer of 
staff, may also accompany Genera! Miles 
i? his health, which is now somewhat tm- 
paired, permits. 

General Miles’ application to go to the 
Philippines is of comparatively recent 
date and is in no way connected with his 
application of several months ago... When 
the first application was made it was cou- 
pled with certain suggestions as to ter- 
minating the war, and Secretary Root’s 
refusal to grant the first request Was 
based largely upon these phases of the 
In view of this, it is under- 
stood that General Miles restricted his 
second application so as to make the trip 
one for military purposes. Although the 
text of the application was not given out 
at the war department, it is gaid that one 
of its features is a request that the return 
from the Philippines be by way of the 
eastern route. s the application is ap- 
proved, General Miles will return by this 
route, which insures his visiting Europe 
on his way back to America. 

It is expected that Mrs. Miles will ac- 
company the general to the Philippines, 
and it may be that his married daughter, 
who is the wife of Colonel Reber, one of 
the general's aids, also will accompany 
the party. 

Leaving about September 15, and allow- 
ing a month for a tour of inspection of the 
principal islands of the archipelago, Gen- 
eral Miles should return to Washington 
early in January next, 

The transports Crook, Sheridan and 
Thomas are now lying at San Francisco. 
The Sheridan will sail on the first of Sep- 
tember and the Thomas, according to 
present arrangements, will start about 
September 16. In case the Thomas could 
not be ready to sail on that date, the 
Crook could go in her stead.. All of these 
vessels have fine accommodations, and aré 
well equipped to make the voyage of Gen- 
eral Miles a very comfortable one.

Fifth Annual Convention Meets at 
Milwaukee. : 
Milwaukee, Wis., August 26.—The fifth 


‘annual convention of thé National Asso- 


ciation of Postmasters met at the Hotel 
Pfeister this afternoon.

Their controversy 
is the topic of chief political interest in 
the state, and as‘the tangle grows more 
intricate and the time for the republican 
State convention approaches interest in 
it is heightened. 

Up to this timé tworcrimtal libel suits 
against Spreckels and one against the gov- 
ernor have been filed, and it is probable 
that other actions will be filed. The legal 
aspects of the affair ure involved in such 
a mass of complications that only an ac- 
complished lawyer could give a fair state- 
ment of the situaflon. Even the courts 
are much mixed.as to the exact status of 
affairs, and it is probable that years wili 
pases before final decision is reached. In 
the opinion of most people all the actions 
in the case were inspired mainly by a de- 
sire to make political capital, and the 
whole matter will be dropped after the 
state convention, before which Governor 
Gage will ‘be a candidate for renomina- 
tion, has been held. 


Origin Not Clear. 

The trouble between Spreckels and Gage 
dates from a time just after the last 
state election. Any statement as to its 
origin must be very largely guesswork, 
but certain it is that Mr. Spreckels has 
for many months camped on the trail ot 
the. governor, and has taken advantage 
of every opportunity to attack his admin- 
istration. | 


On May 2% The Call, of this city, which 
is doncuted by Mr. Spreckels, publish- 
ed a long article telling in detail of al- 
loged frayds at San Quentin prison, by 
which the state, had been robbed of im- 
mense sums. It charged that these crimes 
were the work of a. great ring, at the 
head of which was Martin Aguirre, war- 
den of the prison, and boldly asserted 
that Governor Gage, the ‘friend, asso- 
ciate and adviser’ 6f the warden, had 
been the beneficiary of the operations. It 
declared that these alleged frauds, 
which were planned by a master mind, 
were carried out with the assistance of 
convict forgers and’ thieves. 

In brief, The Call stated that goods of 
all sorts. had been:shipped to San Quen- 
tin under orders, of Aguirre which were 
not suitable and were not intended for use 
at the prison. >It declared that “high- 
priced table.linen; towels and furnititre of

the prison accoithit,” i 
Luxuries as Fuel. 
According to the statements of The 
Call, thousands of dollars worth of sup- 
plies were charged to the prison account 
which did not go there. It asserted that 
fruits and other eatables not intended for 
or used by the convicts were shipped to 
San Quentin for the use of the officers 
and their friends, and in the prison ac- 
counts they figured as fuel. It was 
charged that 
complaining of their food, officials were 
living high, and Wardén Aguirre wat give 

ing costly presents to his friend. 

The Call alleged that the governor knew 
these things; that he winked at them and 
that he and his family shared in the arti- 
cles thus obtained by fraud. In order to 
carry on this system, it was charged, 
clever convicts forged bills which were 
sent to Sacramenta@& and passed the scru- 
tiny of the state examiners. 

As a result of these charges Governor 
Gage on June 14 filed complaints charg- 
ing John P. Spreckels. and W. 'S. Leake, 
the managing editor of The Call, with 
crimjnal libel. These suits. were filed at 
the little town of Wilmington, in Los 
Angeles county, in order to evade the 
provision of the state law which gives 
a police court power to hear such cases. 

Editors Are Arrested. . 

Spreckels and Leake were arrested on 
June 20. They were taken to court, 
where they secured their release on ‘bail 
at once. As the arrest was made by the 
Sheriff of Los Angeles county under a 
warrant issued by a justice of ‘that 
county, it was. asserted by the attorneys 
of the governor that Spreckels and Leake 
should be taken to Wilmington: for their 
preliminary hearing. This view was op- 
posed by the prisoners, who did not like 
the idea of having their cases heard in 
the home county of Gage by a judge of 
his selection. 

Appeal was taken to the San Francisco 
courts through habeas corpus writs, and 
the editors won the first point in the 
game, it being decided that the iocal 
courts had jurisdiction. Spreckels ..and 
Leake declare that their object in fight- 
ing to have the case heard in this city 
is that they think that they ¢an get the 
facts they have te present in evidence 
before the public here b2tter than would 
be possible in the southern part of the 
state. They assert that Gage is sceking 
to delay the hearing until after the state 
convention, as he fears that the publica- 
tion of the evidence will blast his 
chances of renomination. On the other 
hand, Gage says that he cannot have 
fair treatment in the courts here. as 
they are dominated by Spreckels.

But American Government Declined 
To Enter Into the Proposed

Washington, August 26.—In view of ca- 

ble reports from Europe indicating that 
& movement is on foot to have the United 
States join Germany, France and other 
powers with a view to suppressing the 
disorder in Venezuela it is learned at the 
State department that no such move as 
that suggested has taken official form. It 
is the belief of officials that the report 
Srows out of the request made by some 
of the foreign powers about a month ago 
that the United States join in a declara- 
tion that the blockade established by the 
Venezuelan government was ineffective. 
At that time the American government 
declined to enter into a concert for thie 
declaration, on the theory that if the 
Venezuelan blockade was inetYective it 
was quite needless to make an interna- 
tiosal declaration of this fact, as the in- 
effectiveness of the blockade would serve 
all of the practical needs of commerce. 
Since then there have been no steps 
taken by the foreign powers toward a 
concert of action with the United States 
relative to Venezuela.

President Greeted by Large Crowds 
All Along Line. 

Haverhill, M.ss., August 26.—President 
Roosevelt was greeted here by a crowd 
which packed the route through which he 
was driven from the station to Washing- 
ton square, where he delivered a twenty- 
minute address and filled all available 
space around the stand from which he 


spoke. 
Speech About the Navy. 


President Roosevel* said: 

“Naturally, at the home of Secretary 
Moody, I should like to say a word or 
two about the navy. You see that when 
one Massachusetts man wou leave the 
navy department we had to find another 
Massachusetts man to take his place. I 
think that whenever we touch on the 
navy we are sure of a hearty response 
from any American audience. 

“The entirc country is vitally interest- 
ed in the navy, because an efficient navy 
of an adequate siz: is not only the best 
guarantee of peace, but it is also the 
surest means for seeing that if war does 
come the result shall be honorable to our 
good rame and favorable to our national 
interests. Any nation must be peculiarly 
sensitive to two things—stain on the na- 
tional honcr at home and disgrace to the 
national] arms abroad. Our honor 
rome, our honor in domestic and inter- 
national affairs, is at al] times in our own 
keeping, and defends simply cn the fpos- 
session of an awakened public con- 
science. But the only way to make our 
honor as affected, not by our own deeds, 
but by the deeds of others, is by readi- 
ness in advance. 

“In three great crises in our history 
during the nineteenth century—in the war 
of 1912, in the civil war and again in the 
war with Spain—the navy rendered to 
the nation. services of literally incalcu- 
lable worth, In the civil war we had to 
meet antagonists even more prepared at 
sea than we were. On both the other 
occasions we encountered foreign foes, 
and the ‘fighting was dene entirely by 
ships built long in advance and by offl- 
cers and crews who had been trained dur- 
ing years of sea service for the supreme 
day when their qualities were put to the 
final test. 

“It was this preparedness which was the 
true secret of the enormous difference 
in efficiency between our navy and the 
Spanish navy. There was no lack of 
courage and devotion among the Span- 
iards, but on our side, in addition to the 
courage and devction, there alsc was that 
training which com¢s orly as the result 
of ‘years of thorough: and: painstaking 
practice. Annapolis is, with the sole ex- 
ception of its sister academy ‘at West 
Froint, the most typically democratic and 
American school of learning and prepara- 
tion that there is in the entire country. 

“There each man enters on his ,own 
merit, stands on his merits and grad- 
uaics into a service where only his merit 
will enable him to be of value. The en- 
listed men are Of fine type, as they needs 
must be to do their work well, and out of 
the fine material thus provided the fin- 
ished man of war's man is evolved by 
vears of sea service. It is impossible 
after the outbreak of war to improvise 
éltner the ships or the men of a navy. 
} The ship builders ¢g1d gun makers must 
keep eve: on the alert so that no rivals 
pass them by, and the officers and en- 
'Nisted men on board the ships must in 
their turn, by the exercise of unflagging 
and intelligent zeal, keep themselvés fit 
to get the best use out of the weapons 
of war intrusted to their care. heir 
instrument is always important, but the 
man who vses it is more important still. 
We must constantly erdeavor to perfect 
our navy in all its duties in time of peace, 
and, above all, in maneuvering in a sea 
way and marksmanship with the great 
guns. In battle, the only shots that count 
are those that hit, and marksmanship 
is a matter of long practice and of in- 
telligent reasoning. A navy’s efficiency 
in a-war depends mainly upon its pre- 
paredness at the outset’of that war. We 
are not to be excused as a nation if ihere 
is not such preparedness of our navy. 
No nation has a right ta undertake the 
big task unless it is prepared to do it in 
masterful antl affective style. [It ~“ould 
be an intolerable humiliation for ‘1< ta 
embark on such a course of action as 
followed from our declaration of war with 
Spain and not make good our words by 
deeds—not be ready to prove our truth 
by our endeavor whenever the need cella 

“The modern warship cannot be allow- 
ei to rest in disuse. It must be in ac- 
tive aerv’ce even in time of peace This 
means that there mugt be a constant re- 
placement of the inetfective by the effer- 
tive. The work of building up and keep- 
ing up cur navy is, therefore, one which 
needs our constant and unflagzing vigil- 
anc?. 

“Our navy is now efficient; but we must 
he centent with no ordinary degree of 
efficiency. Every effort-must he made fo 
bring it over. néarer to perfection. In 
making such effort the prime factor is to 
hive at th: head of the navy such an 
officia] as yovr fellow-townsman, Mr. 
Moody; and-the next is to bring home to 
our people as a whoie the need of thor- 
ough and ample preparation in advance— 
this preparaticn tc take the form not 
only of continually building ships, but 
keeping those ships in which will develop 
the highest degree of efficiency in the 
officers and enlisted men aboard them.”

Boon Moss, of Oconee county, 
South Carolina, has in custody several 
parties who he positively asserts wrecked 
Southern fast mail 35 at Harbins Siding, 
between Toccoa and Westminster, Monday 
morning. 

Today's developments confirm the evi- 
Gence discovered immediately after the 
wreck to the effect that the train was 
deliberately derailed. Every person who 
geaw the switch before any work’ was 
done to clear up the debris declare that 
the spikes holding the stand for the 
switch throw were removed. The lock 
Was not broken. By removing the spikes 
@ switch can be thrown as easily as if 
a key is used in the lock or the lock 
broken. Prints of the crow bar found 
near the wreck could be plainly seen when 
the spikes were removed. 

The switch in front of the wreck lead- 
ing into a spur track from the side track 
was thrown in the same manner and by 
the same means as the switch leading 
from the main line into the siding. It 
seems to have been the intention of the 
fiends to lead the train into the spur out 
into a field much lower than the track 
of the main line. The momentum of 
the train was such that it was thrown 
against the embankment and brought to 
a standstill before the spur track was 
reached. 

Ever since the train was ditcher Sher- 
iff Moss, aided by several Southern rail- 
* way detectives, has been using his ut- 
most endeavor to apprehend the wreck- 
ers. Today Sheriff’ Moss made several 
arrests and asserts most posifively that 
he has the right men. 

Among the parties arrested are two 
young men by the name of Howard, who, 
it is said, were seen on Sunday night in 
the neighborhood of the location of the 
wreck. The officers quietly followed on 
their trail until they were captured to- 
day. 

It is said that one of the parties ar- 
‘gested has made a confession implicat- 
ing four other men, but this could not 
be confirmed tonight.

The President’s Tariff Talk. 

The polticians of the republican 
party who have been devoting their 
time to talk about the necessity for 
party harmony will get small com- 
fort from President Roosevelt’s strong 
declaration for the reduction of the 
tariff for the benefit of the people of 
Cuba. 

The president with characteristic 
frankness says that justice must be 
done the Cubans; he emphasizes the 
relationship which the Cuban govern- 
ment holds to the United States, and 
talks plainly about the duty owed to 
the struggling republic which is bound 
by strong political ties to our own. 
His speech will in this regard meet 
the approval of the American people 
who have been and are practically 
united in favor of Cuban relief, even 
at the sacrifice of some of the mil- 


‘lions which the sugar trust takes from 


American. consumers. 

From the viewpoint of the republi- 
can politicians, this sort of talk is, 
however, bad politics. The majority 
of the men kept in public life by the 
republican party are beholden to the 
highly protected elements, which 
frown down on sany tariff revision, 
whether in the guise of reciprocity 
treaties or in any other form. The 
republican party receives its strongest 
and most substantial support from 
these elements. Their assistance is 
absolutely necessary to republican suc- 
cess. The politicians of the party 
have seen this, hence the lukewarm- 
ness with which the. reciprocity bill 
was received by the majority of the 
senate. There is no possible doubt 
that more than half the republicans in 
that body were at heart opposed to the 
tariff reduction bill and are against a 
reciprocity treaty. 

The president is right in calling for 
a reciprocity treaty, but he cannot 
hope for any real support from his par- 
ty. The cry that any reduction of the 
tariff is democratic doctrine has been 
raised among republicans; let well 
enough alone is the doctrine the re- 
publican politicians are preaching. 
In view of this state of affairs, the 
only practical results to come from 
President Rooseveilt’s speeches on 
the subject are a serious division in 
republican ranks and a demonstration 
of the fact that Cuba’s only hope for 
justice lies with the democratic party 
through which alone can come a revi- 
sion of the existing tariff, either by 
reciprocity treaty or otherwise. 


If the United States will insist on the 
Monroe doctrine, The London Mail in- 
sists that she ought to hold her Latin- 
American proteges within the bounds of 
international ethics.

Himself a firm believer in the 
doctrine of personal holiness preached Py all 
disciples of the‘‘second blessing theory,’’ it is 
a little odd that his newspaper accoun’ of the 
affair should give an unmistakable impression 
of secular rage, unseasoned with the fine oil 
of Christian charity. -But rather we gather 
that he is a man full of game om! courage, 
but of inferior physical strength, ready to 
take 1 shrewd advantage through certain pul- 
pit tradition over the foolish young man who 
attempted to slap his face. Doubtless the 
youth was so frightened at the blasphemy 
of striking a sacred person that hie rash 
courage forsook him. StHl, it would have 
been in better form if the minister had left 
the task of branding his assailant as a 
‘‘coward’’ and ‘‘ruffian’’ to his secular 
friends—a _ service they would undoubtedly 
have rendered, while a professed high-degree 
Cisciple of Christ looks strange in the war 
paint and tommyhawk jury suggested by this 
one’s public language. 

As a matter of fact, the man who strikes 
a minister is genernily branded as a ‘‘cow- 
ard’’ because his victim is supposed to have 
such a@ mind of Christ within that when 
smitten upon one cheek, he is at least figura- 
tively ready to turn the other.

STATE TAX RATE. 
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Reduced 14 Cents on $1,000 
Beluw Rate of Last Year 
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New Rate Will Net State $2,477,000. 
History of the Tax Rate for the 
Last Twenty Years—Re- 
duced Under Governor 
Candler. SERS £

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The state tax rate for this year is 
$5.30 on $1,000, or 14 cents less per $1,00) 
than the rate last year. 

This its @ considerably greater reduc- 
tion than Governor Candler and Comp- 
troller General Wright, who have the 
mratter in charge, thought would be pos- 
sible until they went over the figures yes- 
terday. 

Contrary to Captain Wright’s belief with 
regard to the matter, the appropriations 
for the coming year were considerably 
less than he had figured on. It was 
found, too, that the state will have a 
certain income from other sources dur- 
ing the year which was not available last 
year. In the case of insurance taxes 
aione this will amount to some $15,000 
additional. The state has no insurance 
to pay this year and several other ap- 
propriations which were made last year 
are not repeated. 

The foregoing facts, together with the 
increase in the state tax returns of $10.,- 
790,510, make possible the reduge*ti-.- of 14 
cents on $1,000. The rate lasf®© sar, as 
‘will be remembered, was $5.44, the highest 
rate which is allowed by law to be 
charged. 

The rate of taxation fixed yesterday is 
divided as follows: Two dollars and nine- 
ty-seven cents on $1,000 for general pur- 
poses; $2.10 on $1,00 for schools, and 
$0.23 for the sinking fund. 

The total taxable property in the state 
as shown by the returns its $467.345,407. At 
the rate of 6.30 mills, or $5.30 on the 
$1,000, as stated, the state will realize 
from direct taxation about $2,477,000. The 
state’s other sources of revenue are spe- 
cia] taxes, rental of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad and insurance taxes. 

Tax Rates in Other Years. 

In this connection a review of taxation 
and of expenditures from the public treas- 
ury for the last decade and a half wil! 
be of interest to the taxpayers. In 1883 
the people enjoyed the lowest rate of tax- 
ation they have been favored with by the 
legislature in more than twenty vears, 
$2.50 on the $1,000. From that date the tax 
rate crawled up rapidly until it reached, 
fn 1898, $6.21 on $1.000. Most of this great 
{ncrease was in the decade from 1888 to 
1898. 

In November, 1898, Governor Candler. 
a few davs after his induction into office 
im a special message called the attention 
of the legislature to this rapid increase 
in the rate of taxation and urged the 
most rigid economy and lower taxes. He 
ndvised the two houses that they ‘‘must 
Pither reduce appropriations or greatly in- 
rrease the rate of taxation,’’ and that 
“the rate of taxation, already the highest 
In the history of the state, not only should 
not be raised higher, but should and could 
be lowered without injury to any deserv- 
ing needy beneficiary of the state’s 
bounty” ... “those who pay the taxes 
are entitled to as much consideration as 
those who get the benefit of them.” 

This was the turning point, and the 
rapid increase in the state rate of taxa- 
tion was not only arrested, but the rate’ 
for the next year was reduced from $6.21 
to $5.36. In 1883 the aggregate value of 
the taxable property of the state, as 
shown by the tax digest, was $307,000,000 
and in 1898 $412,000,000. Had there been no 
increase in taxable property between 1883 
and 1898 and had appropriations during 
that period been what they were each 
year, the rate of taxation for 1898 would 
have been $8.30 on $1,000 instead of $6.21. 

Some Interesting Figures. 

During this period of fifteen years the 
appropriations from the state treasury 
for all ordinary purposes, civil establish- 
ment, interest on public debt and the 
various state institutions and objects for 
which appropriations have to be made re- 
mained about the same as they had been 
for many previous years, there having 
been no marked increase or decrease in 
any of. them. But for the free schools 
and pensions appropriations increased 
year after year at a rapid rate, and there

The entire revenue of the state for the 
present year will be about $3,600,000, $2,- 
400,000 of which, or two-thirds, goes to the 
free schools and pensions. But for these 
two charges on the state no property tax 
would be necessary, but all other charges, 
including sinking fund and interest on the 
public debt, could be met by revenue de- 
rived from other sources and leave in 
the treasury an annual surplus of about 
$5,000, 00U,

To this Captain Howell replied as follows:

I 
rote your suggestion that I cooperate with you 
“for the purpose of requesting the city exec- 
vtive committee to reconvene anc reconsider 
its action in setting the date of the primary 
election on November 4, and suggest to them 
that Wednesday, October |, be set apart. aé 

: olding the election.”’ 

a csniy, : - he say that since I had 
nothing whatsoever to do with the fixing 
of the time at which the committee was 
fivst <alled tc meet, I do not think it would 
now be in good taste for me to participate in 
a movement Icokirg to any other meeting. 
That is « matter entirely with the commit- 
tee itself. Interference on our part might 
be consicered as unwarranted assumption. 

I note that your suggestion is based upon 
the idea that the date od hy the committee 
is not satisfactory to some, ‘‘if not all of the 
candidates,’’ for municipal positions. In this 
conection, permit me to say that many of the 
candidates have urged me to take no action 
looking toward a change of date. They say 
that they have already gore to some expensé 
in the matter of printing cards, literature, 
ete., based upon the idea of a November 4 
primary. Some of the candidates, as well as 
scme of the members of the committee, to my 
certain knowledge, have left the city to be 
gone for a part of the month of September. A 
change cf date now wouid not, it seems ts 
me, be-just to them. 

But in a question of this kind, it is not the 
candidates but the people who must be first 
considercd. Not only is a mayor to be nom- 
inated, but al@ermen, councilmen, and nu- 
raerous other official positions are to be filled. 
So far, but very few candidates have an- 
rounced for council, and it is not right for a 
few to preempt the field or circumscribe the 
popular choice. Under the rules of the com- 
mittee, entrics must close two weeks before 
the primary; zo that even if October | were 
now fixed there wowuid be but .ittl: mere thaa 
two weeks in which the people could be heard 
from, or in which other candidates who might 
contemplate announcing would have oppor- 
tunity to de so. I am not willing to join a 
movement to suppress full freedom, expression 
or action as regards the announcemcnt of the 
candidates, either for mayor or for any other 
pcesition. 

1 do not hesitate to say that had your 
suggestion been made to me before the com- 
mittee in its judgment fixed November 4 as 
the date of the primary it would not have 
been objectionable to me. Instead of that, 
hcwever, you favored November 4 and thought 
it wise that the committee name that day, 
which it did, ‘and upon that action I sent 
my resignation to the council to take effect 
October TS ir order that I might not be in 
council at the time of the primary. ‘The char- 
ter commission report to which you refer was 
adopted two months ago and there is no more 
reason why its judgment should control you 
now than there was two weeks ago, when you 
favored November 4 as the date of the pri- 
mary, and when you urged your friends on 
the committee to vote accordingly. 

I have no suggestion to make to the com- 
mitteee on the subject. This is a matter that 
belongs to the committee and the people and 
not to the committee. 3 

As to the question of eligibility, that has 
not given mé a moment's consideration, and if 
there has ever been any doubt in the mind 
of any one on this subject it seems to me that 
the opinion of such eminent jurists as Judge 
John L. Hopkins, Judge Howard Van Epps, 
City Attorney J. L. Mayson, Hon. John C. 
Reed, Hon. Alex C. King, and others, who 
have readered opinions on that poiut, should 
bave had a settling effect. I am very truly 
yours, EVAN P. HOWELL.

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'C. JEROME SIMMONS TELLS 
OF TRIP TO GREAT WEST 


TEROME SIMMONS, his wife ane 

son, Jerome, Jr., have returned to 

ethe city after a thoroughly enjoya- 

ble stay of two months in the west and 
northwest. 

Leaving here on June 19, they spent 
somie time in each of the principal cities 
and pleasure resorts of the west, touring 
Yellowstone park, climbing Pike’s Peak, 
visiting the mines and ranches, studying 
with interest and profit the character, 


customs, and industries of the people, 
each has returned much improved in 
health, especially Mrs. Simmons, and with 
many things of interest to tell about the 
trip. 

Mr. Simmons was struck, he says, with 
the wonderful push, progress and pros- 
perity which is to be seen throughout the 
entire west. In the majority of the places 
visited he found merchants happy, the 
farmers prosperous and peace and plenty 
everywhere. 

Mr. Simmons, in speaking of his trip, 
made one rather striking statement to 
the effect that New York, which he passed 
.through on his way home, was the dullest 
towm he was in while on the trip. 

AS progressive and prosperous as are 
the western cities yet ftnere can be, he 
says, no comparison made between any 
of them and Atlanta, for there is ho 
city in America or anywhere that dis- 
plays the same amount of progress and 
push as Atlanta, and the cities of the 
west are far ahead of Atlanta in the mat- 
ter of natural resources. 

Mr. Simmons says he always referred 
with pride to the fact “iat he hailed from 
Atlanta, for every one in the west has 
heard of the city, and of the vigorous 
energy of her citizens. Everybody wants 
to hear more, and many ask about the 
city with unfrigned interest. 

In speaking of his trip yesterday Mr. 
Simmons sald: 

“We left Atlanta on June 19, over the 
Western and. Atlantic, and passing 
through Chattanooga and Nashville we 
made a three days’ stop at Chicago. Then 
on to Omaha, Denver, Colorado Springs 
and Pike’s Peak. We enjoyed imensely 
our climb up the peak. 

“I enjoyed very much our stay in Crip- 
ple Creek and Leadville, two of the big- 
gest mining towns of the west. 

‘“‘We spent a week ‘n Yellowstone Park, 
‘doing’ the park in the usual way—by 
stage coach. The time spent there was 
very enjoyable to all of us, My son espe- 
cially taking great interest In the wild 
animals. The bear and deer are so tame 
that it is an easy matter to get a good 
kodak of them, and my son succeeded in 
securing a number of good snapshots, one 
of a she bear and her nine cubs.

“From the park we went over to San 
Francisco. We were three days and two 
nights crossing the Rockies, and three en- 
gines were attached to our train.

It 
reminded’ me ofa stanza from a poem 
that I-used to quote when a boy, which 


ran something life this:

Flashed back from the heart of a pearl. 

I might be tempted to paint you a warm 
hearted, true southern girl.” 

“I did not quote that to the mountains, 
however, when a boy. 

‘We spent one week in San Francisco, 
visiting the places of chief interest, such 
as the National park and the fort. Mrs. 
Simmons enjoyed Chinatown, in fact I 
could hardiy keep her out of the shops 
where the rare and beautiful curios were 


“While in the park on July 7 we were 


no matter where they go. 

“Atlanta needs badly one thing that 
San Francisco has, and that is observa- 
tion cars. It would be of inestimable 
value to the city to have these cars and 
run them over the principal streets, and 
to points of special interest. Visitors and 
home seekers could in this way learn 
much of Atlanta ang see when they are 
here, the city we really have. Your news- 
papers ought to advocate this vigorously. 

“Los Angeles is one of the grandest 
cities of its size in the United States. It 
is a city of elegant homes and wealthy 
people. One enjoys the very best hotel 
service at a house like the Westminster 
in Los Angeles. 

“This is the great fruit region of Cali- 
fornia, and the fruit of every kind is the 
very best—save the Georgia peach. No 
California peach can equa] the Georgia 
peach—the rich flavor is aot there. 

“But it is an interesting sight to see 
1,000 acres of land planted in fruit trees. 
The orange groves especially present a 
magnificent appearance. 

“California, it is Said, can take the 
prune market of the world, the English 
walnut market and the bean market. 

“Sugar beets, about which we have 
heard so much recently, are raised in 
large quantities in California. 

“Scientific methods are employed by 
the farmers of the west. There are many 
things that our planters could learn from 
those westerners in the matter of get- 
ting the very best results out of the land. 
In farming, as in other matters, the west- 
erners do things on a large scale. Think 
of one plow, 4r rather a series of plows, 
drawn by one engine, plowing as much 
uS 100 acres of land a day. 

“Our yisit to Lucky Baldwin's ranch 
was of special interest to me. The ranch 
covers 51,000 acres, and here are raised 
the very best blooded race horses—mag- 
nificent animals. Mr. Baldwin's home is 
One of the loveliest on the -ontinent. 

“In California we stayed several days 
at Delmonte, San Jose and other places 
of interest, and then we went to Port- 
land, Oreg. 

“The salmon fishing on the Columbia 
river was one of the most interesting 
things I saw on the trip. We went down 
the Columbia in a boat and saw them 
catching the fish with an immense wheel 
like the ancient mill wheels, attached to 
the boat, and as it revolved it simply 
dipped the fish out and dumped them 
into the boat, fish weighing from twenty- 
five to thirty pounds, and in one hour 
after they are caught they are canned 
and ready for shipment. They are cook- 
ed after being placed in the cans and 
sealed up. 

“Seattle, Wash., is a progressive city, 
but Victoria, British Columbia, 1s behind 
the times. Vancouver, B. C., iS a pros- 
perous town. 

“On our way home we came by S8t. 
Paul ané Minneapolis, Minn., two cities 
that will eventually be one, for they are 
now but 10 miles apart, and steadily grow- 
ing right up to each other. 

“A few general observations on the 
west would doubtless be of interest. 
Money is plentiful; in fact, the people out 
west use scarce)y anything but gold, 
which is a good sign. Mrs. Simmons was 
told by one of the shop Keepers that they 
knew she was a tourist, because she of- 
fered paper money. 

“The development of the water power 
of the west is something marvelous. The 
enginecrs of the west have demonstrated 
that electric power can be carried 100 
miles at a guaranteed loss of but 5 per 
cent. This is bound to prove of infinite 
value to our section, for there is no sec- 
tion in the world that has better water 
power thar we have, and probably no- 
where is it so pcorly developed. 

“Yes the trip was a thoroughly enjoys 
able -cne. My wife’s health was much ime 
proved. My son had his usual number of 
flirtations with some of the western 
beauties and I had my eyes opened as 
to the possibilities of our great country. 

“I am glad, however, that I am back, 
for Atlanta is the greatest town in 
America.”’

Crematory Will Be Thor- 
oughly Investigated at an 
Early Hour. 


SPECIAL SESSION HELD 
YESTERDAY AFTERNOON 


Attorneys Tapp and Rucker Tell of 
- Affidavits in Their Possession. 
Members of Health Board 
Declared in Favor of 
Open Investigation. 


For the purpose of making a thorough 
investigetion at the crematory to ascer- 
tain if there is any truth in the rumors 
that have been current reiative to the 
manner in which the furnace has been 
conducted of iate, the members of the 
board of health will meet this morning at 
8 o'clock at the plant itself. Men will be 
put to work in an effort to locate a pipe 
which, it has been alleged, connected the 
refuse tank with the trunk sewer in the 
neighborhc cd. 

All this was decided at a special meet- 
Ing of the board yesterday afternoon, 
Which had been called for the express 
Purpose of looking into the matter. It 
had been charged that instead of cremat- 
ing the city’s garbage, as was stipulated 
in a contract between the city and the 
Lester Furnace Company, the night soil 
was being disposed of through a private 
pipe. , : . 

Attorneys T. W. Rucker and Sidney C. 
Tapp, counsel for the movants against 
the crematory people, appeared before 
the board and declared they had affi- 
Gavits, sworr to by former employees of 
the furnace company, substantiatine their 
contention that this pipe existed, and had 
been, used for the purpose alleged. They 
deslined, however, to give the names 0? 
all their witnesses or to allow the board 
to read the affidavits in full in open se6- 
sion, for the reason, it was stated. they 
had no desire to give the other side an 
advantage before the case came up in 
the court. 


Investigation To Be Open. 

They expressed a_ willingness, how- 
ever, to submit these papers to the board 
in the event they were assured that the 
contents of the documents would not be 
made public. Dr. Vaughan, a member of 
the board, suggested that an executive 
session be held to look over these affi- 
davits. Drs. Bizzell and Richardson 
strenuously opposed holding any meeting 
behind closed doors. They declared the 
entire investigaticr. should be as public 
as it was possible to make it. Dr. 
Vaughan then withdrew the motion. 

Mayor Mims and members of the board 
expressed no little surprise that no wit- 
nesses had appeared before the board to 
tell what they knew concerning the mat- 
ter under consideration. 

Attorney Rucker said he and his col- 
league, Mr. Tapp, had affidavits from a 
number of people who had sworn to what 
they said they knew to be facts. He said 
two men, Johnson and David Jones, 
swore that, in March last, a hole, 8 inches 
in diameter, had been drilled into the 
western head of the crematory tank and 
, that a pipe 100 feet long had been run 
from this hole under ground to the main 
trunk sewer. He said the affidavits were 
to the effect that the pump at the crema- 
tory instead of forcing the night soil 
into the furrace sent it into the sewer. 

Attorney Rucker Talks. 

“Now,’’ continued Mr. Rucker, ‘‘that 

pipe is either there or it is not. It is not 


within the province of the litigants to 
search for the pipe, but the health 
board can.”’ 

“We are not here,’’ said Attorney Tapp, 
“to persecute any one. Colonel Rucker 
and I do not think it good generalship, 
as lawyers, to read all these affidavits in 
detail, as that would put our adversaries 
in court on notice. If these men who 
make these affidavits did not tell the 
truth, they ought to be in the peniten- 
tlary. I say this in justice to Mr. Las- 
ter. Some of our witnesses state that 
much of the garbage, instead of being 
burned at the crematory, is hauled off to 
various sections of the city and used to 
@li in vacant property. We also have 
affidavits to the effect that some of the 
garbage was thrown under the unloading 
platform at the crematory, and was left 
there to decompose. I do not want to 
play the demagogue, because there is 
nothing of that sort in my make-up, but 
I want to say that if this crematory had 
been placed on Washington street, in the 
midst of people who have influence, it 
wouldn't stay there twenty-four hours.” 

Wanted To Know Dates. 

Mr. Rucker stated he had just’ had a 
conversaticn with a Iady whose son, in 
going to and from his work, passed the 
crematory daily. This young man, he 
said, asserted he had seen the garbage

As 
chairman of the committee on the dispo- 
sition of garbage, he said, he thought he 
had been brought in contact with the 
crematory oftener than any other mem- 
ber. About two months ago, said Dr.

Building Committee Visited the New 
Structure Yesterday. 


WAS FOUND IN GOOD SHAPE 


Lack of Water Will Prevent Removal 
of Veterans There for a Week. 
Home Is Being Furnished. 
Committee Was Well 
Pleased.

The building committee of the Confed- 
erate Soldiers’ home met in Atlanta yes- 
terday and visited the new home for the 
purpose of inspecting it and formally ac- 
cepting it from the contractors, A. Mc- 
Gilvary & Co. 

The committee found the building in 
good shape and according to contract, and 
accepted it on behalf of the trustees. 
There are one or two details yet to be 
completed, but the home as it now stands 
is ready for the reception of the veterans 
with the exception that the water supply 
has not yet been provided. 

The building committee is composed of 
President W.L. Calhoun, chairman; Major 
W. T. Gary, of Richmon& Hon. H. W. 
Bell, of Jefferson; Colonel C. M. Wiley, of 
Bibb, and Judge W. F. Jenkins, of Put- 
nam. This committee was delegated full 
powers in the matter of the construction 
of the new home by the board of trus- 
tees. 

The members of the committee visited 
the home yesterday and made a careful 
inspection of the entire building, after 
which they expressed themselves as satis- 
fied with the work, and signified their 
acceptance of it. 

It was expected that the sixty-eight vet- 
erans, now inmates of the home, would be 
moved out there yesterday from their 
temporary quarters on Marietta street, 
but this was found impossible on account 
of the fact that the water supply has not 
been provided for. The work on the water 
tank is still in progress and this will not 
be completed for several days yet. It was 
stated yesterday that it would probably be 
the first of next week before the veterans 


| can be returned to the home, 


The new home contains fifty sleeping 
rooms, with accommodations for 150 veter- 
ans. Besides, it has rooms) and 
offices for the physiclan, the  su- 
perintendent, the matron and other offi- 
cials, a large dining room, reception room, 
libragy, memorial hall and all other neces- 
sary features of a modern and well regu- 
lated home for old soldiers. 

In addition to those now in the home 
there are applications on file from fifty to 
sixty other veterans for admission, and as 
the home is now practically ready these 
will be passed on at the next meeting of 
the trustees. The indications are that the 
number of old soldiers in the home will be 
doubled within the next few weeks. 

The members of the building committee 
expressed themselves as greatly pleased 
with the result of their investigation yes- 
terday and feel that the old soldiers will 
have one of the best and most complete 
homes provided anywhere in the country. 


Last Payment Made. 

After the committee signified its ac- 
ceptance of the home, President Calhoun 
was directed to make payment of the bal- 
ance due the contractors, A. McGilvary 
and S. H. Ogletree. The total cost of 
the new home was about $25,500. The 
committee expressed thanks to the con- 
tractors and to the architects, Bruce & 
Morgan, for the faithful »and efficient 
manner in which the work was done. 

The committee also inspected the fur- 
niture, which has just been placed, and 
found it entirely satisfactory. The bed- 
rooms are all furnished, and also the 
mess hall. The library will be again fur- 
nished by the Savannah chapter of the 
United Daughters of the Confederacy, 
and the chape] by the Atlanta chapter 
of the United Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy. The hospital rooms, which are 
most comfortably located, have not been 
furnished. ‘ 

“T can faithfull¥ say,’’ remarked Presi- 
dent Calhoun, ‘‘that every department 
of the Soldiers’ home is in good condition. 
‘he inmates wilf be moved out certainly 
next week, and the formal dedication 
will take place as early thereafter as pos- 
sible. Of course, in a large building like 
this there are many things to be done 
after it seems completed. We feel very 
grate.ul to the state and to the geople 
of Georgia for their aid in again estab- 
lishing this noble institution.”

This the board has done, and, unless more 
money is forthcoming by October, the 
schools will have no money to run 
through December. It is thought, how- 
ever, that the necessary money will be 
appropriated when needed. 

The schools where new rooms have been 
added are: One in Crew, one in Fraser, 
two in Fair, one in State, one in Form- 
walt and one in Calhoun. 


Schools Open September 8... | 


The schools will open sMonday, Sep- 
tember 8, the normal school now in 
progress continuing through Thursday, 
September 4. On Friday, September 5, 
all the schcols will be open and examina- 
tions will be held for pupils applying for 
admission in grades above the first, pupils 
who dropped out last year and did not 
end the term, and those pupils who want 
to skip a grade. & 

Superintendent Slaton ‘would like to 
impress on all parents and pupils the 
necessity of promptness. Those who do 
not stand examinations at the time 
stated will find difficulty. in securing 
seats. 

On the following Monday 
term will begin, and all pupils Witjybe on 
hand to receive a list of new books. Phese 
books will be placed on sale at the various 
schools Tuesday and Wednesday. Books 
and supplies will be sold as near the cost 
price as possible, and a material saving 
will be affected to the children. 

Many Visitors Will Come. 

Up to yesterday afternoon 2,361 
tirkets had been issued, an t pr*o- 
able that many hundred me Will be 
given out in the next few da,s. These 
tickets were issued to new scholars, 
and scholars who changed their resi- 
dence during the summer. 

On September 1, 1902, there were 11,357 
pupils and 371 applicants enrolled in 
the public schools. On September 10 
there were 11,567 pupils and 310 appli- 
cants, while on September 11 the number 
of pupils had risen to 11,701 and the ap- 
plicants to 467. With this record as @ 
criterion, and with the lesser capacity, 
every prospect points tO an unprecedent- 
ed crowding this year, with no _ visible 
means of taking care of the overflow 
which seems inevitable.

I feel justified, 
therefore, in expressing the opinion that 
a further and very substantial adWance in 
cotton 1s inevitable and may be coftfiden:- 
ly anticipated, and southern holders and 
producers can, I think without trouvle 
realize at least 9 cents a pound for their 
production, provided they &re not pre- 
cipitate in accepting present prices.

As a whole the conditions east of the 
Rocky mountains have not been favorable, be- 
ing too cool in the northern aistricts east- 
ward of the Missouri valley, with too much 
moisture in portions of the central valleys, 
while excessively hot in the southern states, 
with drought of greater or less severity gen- 
erally throughout the cotton belt. Although 
cool, the conditions were fairly favorable for 
maturing crops in the Ohio valley and over 
the southern portion of the middie Atlantic 
States, as well 2s on the Pacific coast. 

CORN—Corn is greatly in. need of warm, dry 
weather throughout the northern portion of 
the corn belt, where the abnormally cool 
Weather of the past two weeks has greatly 
retarded its maturity. Over the southern 
portion of the corn belt an excellent crop of 
early corn is now practically assured. In 
portions of Iowa and central Illinois corn has 
badly lodged as a result of local storms. . 

SPRING WHEAT—Spring wheat harvest is 
unfinished in the northern portion of the Red 
river vailey, where it has been interrupted 
by frequent showers, which also have seriously 
interfered with stacking and threshing.

Champion Bob Finished Over Three 
Laps to the Good—In the Second 
Heat Munroe Rode Better, ~ 
4 Holding His Pace to 
% the End. 


Bobby triumphed again. The race with 
Munroe was run in 5-mile heats and the 
Atiantan won the first by three and a 
Nalf laps and in a ding dong finish took 

»the second by 10 feet. Munroe showed 
all his reputed pluck and in the second 
heat made matters a little warm, but the 

‘results showed: conclusively that on the 
Coliseum track Walthour is invincible. 

The advertised 15-mile race was not 

pulled off. Instead was substituted 5- 

‘ mile heats, the decision going to the win- 
mer of the best two in three. Manager 
Prince stated that on account of the poor 
condition of the track, the wear and tear 
in the tires of motors would make it 

' hagardous to ride the scheduled distance, 
and that the change was made to avoid a 
possible serious accident. 

After the first heat of the amateur race 
between Russell Elliott and Charles Mal- 
_fory, which was easily won by Mallory, 
- Bobby appeared on the track for his 
work-out. As he came from the dress- 

Ing room the band struck up “Dixie” 
and the crowd began to cheer. The 

_Bpplause was continued as leng -as -the 
Atlantan remained on the track. 

Bobby caught the pace of his motor, 
manned by Gus Lawson, and circled the 
track with all the grace and speed that 
he later showed in the real struggle. 
After riding a mile or two he retired to 
allow Munroe his warm-up. 

Applause for Munroe. 

The Memphian was greeted with lib- 
®ral applause, In his riding he showed 

-that he was unfamiliar with the pecu- 
Harities of. the track and his wheel in- 
variably wabbled in turning the south- 
west corner. In the first heat this cor- 
mer caused him to lose his pace with a 
disastrous result. 

The first race was easy for Bobby. The 
men started from opposite sides of the 
track and began the heat at a fast clip. 
Munroe held the fast clip well for the first 
few laps, but Walthour secured a lead 
of 20 yards in the last lap of the first 
mile. He gained in every lap of the sec- 
ond mile and was aalf a lap to the good 
and riding easily when Munroe fell a 
victim to the wiles of the track and lost 
his pace in the fourth lap of the second 
mile. 

Bobby passed him twice before the 
Memphian caught his motor.’ Munroe 
rode with determination and held Bob- 
by to this distance in. the .-thied. mile, 
but the <Atlantan let out a link and 
passed Benny in the first lap of the 
fourth mile and added another to: his 
advantage in the fifth lap. He was trail- 
ing Muproe when the pistol fired. The 
time for the distance was good, 7:47.

Munroe in Better Form. 

It seemed to be a walk-over for ‘‘the 
pride of Atlanta,’’ but Munroe rode a bet- 
ter race in the second heat. He held the 
curves with tenacity and displayed a 
world of speed. Bobby rode just a little 
faster. 

Walthour gained a margin of a quarter 
of a jap in the first mile, but Munroe 
called for faster pace and regained the 
distance by a beautiful spurt. Munroe 
continued to gain and was 25 yards ahead 
when his chain broke. It was a miracle 
that a smash-up didn't occur, but Munroe 
slid around the track impelled by the 
fmpetus till he was heiped , trom -his 
wheel. After a short delay thé race was 
resumed, the Memphian being given the 
lead he had won at the time of the acci- 
dent... At the end of the second mile 
Walthour had overcome the distance and 
had added an advantage of 5 yards, but 
Munroe ied by 5 yards ut the third mile 

_ and by a wheel’s length at the fourth. 
When the bell tapped tor the final sprint 
both riders bent over their wheels and 
rode for fame, glory and other considera- 
tious.

Freight Men Wil! Talk Cotton Today. 
Railway Men Interested in Ap- 
pointment of a Successor 
to Pleasants — Other 
Railway News. 


The Constitution's exclusive story yvea- 
morning announcing the South- 
ern’s intention to erect a million dollar 
freight depot on its old and recently ac- 
quired Madison avenue property was the 
cause of a great deal of interest among 
railroad men in Atlanta yesterday. 

During the past few days railroad de- 
velopments for Atlanta have been com- 
ing fast, and.those gentlemen who have 
been prophesying that the Southern 
would in time turn to Atlanta as its logi- 
cal center are beginning to see a verifi- 
cation of their predictions. 

The removal of the general freight offi- 
ces from Washington to Atlanta. which 
will take place during the next month, 
and the announcement of the purpose of 
the Southern officials to lay out a good 
Sum for the construction of proper 
freight terminals, taken in connection 
With the extensive purchases of Atlanta 
real estate that have been made by the 
Southern, or in its interest, show that 
the officials of that System have by no 
means left Atlanta aut of their plans for 
Its future. As a result a great increase 
in Atlanta's importance as a railroad 
center is predicted. 3 

There was no new development in the 

Situation yesterday. The Southern is 
prepared to undertake the construction 
of its freight depot and the werk will 
in all probability be done very quietly. 
Che plans will be prepared by the officials 
of the Southern’s engineering department, 
and were doubtless fully determined upon 
before the property on which the depot 
is to stand was purchased. 
_ During recent years it has been a 
noticeable pdlicy of all the enterprising 
systems. to get good terminal facilities 
at every point of unusual importance. 
and the action of the Southern is bly in 
line with this. The importance of termi- 
nals is clearly shown by the great in- 
crease In the strength of the Spaboard 
Air Line as a freight line into Atlanta 
sit ce the construction of its magnificent 
te minals in this city. Also. it is current- 
ly believed, that the Southern was led 
to the purchase of the Atlantic, Valdosta 
and Western more by its terminal facili- 
tlles at Jacksonville than by .the aéd- 
vantages of the road as a carrier. 

At the present time none of the de- 
tails concerning the new depot can he 
learned, However, it is considered as 
practically certain that the freight de- 
livéry depot now maintained by . the 
Southern on Decatur street will be dis- 
continued when the new depot is con- 
structed.

TORCH IS APPLIED TO BARN. 


Structure on Colonel P. H. Brewster's 
Farm Totally Destroyed 
by Fire. 

A big two-story frame Harn, located on 
the farm of Colone! P. H. Brewster near 
College Park, was totally destroyed by 
fire about midnight Monday night and 
two valuable mules were burned to death 

The fire is believed to have been the 
work of an incendiary, but so far no clew 
has been unearthed that would tend to 
disclose the identity or whereabouts of 
the guilty party.

The barn was a modern structure and 
the loss is estimated at $2,500. In addition 
to the two mules, a quantity of corn, fod- 
der, and harness was destroyed. Some 
farm machinery, stored in the building, 
was also damaged. One wagon was saved 
from the flames. 

The fire was discovered about midnight 
but at the time the flames had made such 
headway that efforts to stay their pro- 
gress were futile. Efforts to rescue the 
two mules were equally fruitless.
